jefty, from-one whofe Namie, perhapy is too obfeure 
to Love ever reach'd your Territories ; but one, who 
with all the Exropean World, is affected with your 
Determinations. Therefore, as it is mine and the 
common Cauie of Mankind, I prefume to expoftu- 
late with you on this Occafion. It will, I doubt 
not, appear to the Vulgar extravagant, that the 
Actions of a mighty Prince fhould be ballanc’d by 
the Cenfure of a private Man, whofe Approbation 
or Diflike are equally contemptible in their Eyes, 
when they regard the Thrones of Sovereigns. But 
your Majefty has fhown, through, the whole 
Courfe. of your Reign, too great a Value for 
Liberal Arts to be infenfible, that true Fame lies 
only in the Hands of Learned Men, by whom 
it is to be tranfmitted to Futurity, with Marks of 
Honour or Reproach to the End of Time. The 
ate of Human Life is too fhort to recompence the 
Cares which attend the moft private Condition : 
Therefore it is, that our Souls are made as it were 
too big for it, and extend themfelves in the Profpect 
4 of a longer Exiftence, in a good Fame and Memory 
.of worthy Adtions. afier our Deceafe. The whole 
of Men have this Paffien in fome Degree im- 
planted in their Bofoms, which is the ftrongeft 
and nobleft Incitation to honeft Attempts: But the 
bafe Ufe of the Arts of Peace, Eloquence, Poetry, 
and all the Parts of Learning, have been poflefsd 
a Souls fo unworthy thofe Faculties, that the 
ames and Appellations of Things have been con- 
founded by the Labours and Writings of proftitu- 
ted Men, who have ftamp’d a Reputation upon 
fuch Actions, as are in themfelves the Objects of 
Contempt and Difgrace. This is that which has 
inifled your Majefty in the Conduct of your Reign, 
and made that Lifg, which might have been the 
moft imitable, the moft to be avoided. To this it is, 
that the great and excellent Qualities of which your 
Majefty is Mafter, are loft in their Application; and 
your Majefty has been carrying on for many Years 
the moh cruel. Tyranny, with all the noble Me- 
thods which are ufed to iupport a juft — Thus 
it is, that it avails nothing that you are a Bountifu! 
Matter; that you are fe Generous as to reward even 
the Unfuccefsful with Honour and Riches ; that no 
laudable Action paffes unrewarded 1n your King- 
doms ; that you have fearch’d all Nations for o 
{cure Merit. Ina Word, that you are in your pri- 
vate Character endow’d with every Princely Quali- 
ty, when all this is Subjected to unjuft and ill-taught 
Ambition, which to the Injury of the World, 1s gil- 
ded by thofe Endowments. However, ti your Ma- 
jefty will condefcend to look into your own Soul, 
and confider all its Faculties and Weaknefles with 
Iypartiality; if you will but be convinc’d, that 
Lite is fupported in you by the ordinary Methods 
of Food, Keft,'and Sleep; you would think it im- 
poffible that you could ever be fo much impos'd on, 
as to have been wrought into a Belief, that {o many 
Thon‘ands of the fame Make with your felf, were 
torm’d by Providence for no other End, but by the 
Hazard of their very Being to extend the Conquefts 
snd Glory of an Individual of their own Species, 
A very. litle Reflection will, convince your Ma- 
jefty, that iuch cannot be the Intent of the Creator ;

__ Advices from Brafféls of the 6th Inftant, NV. S. fay; 
His Highnefs Prince Eugene has receiv’d a Letter 
from Monfieur Tércy, wherein that Minifter, aftem 
many Expreflions of great Refpect, acquaints him, 
That his Mafter had remongae: Lig ty to fign the 
Preliminaries to the Treaty which he had, in his 
Majefty’s Behalf, confented toat the Hague, Upon 
the Receipt of this Intelligence, the Face of Things 
at that Place were immediately alter’d, and the ne- 
ceflary Orders were tranfmitted to the Troops 
(which “ moft remote from thence) to move to- 
wards the Place of Rendezvous with all Expedition. 
The Enemy feem alfo to prepare for the Field, and 
have at prefent drawn together Twenty five Thou- 
fand Men in the Plains of Lenz, Marefchal Villars 
is at the Head of thofe Troops ; and has given the 
Generals under his Command all a Affuran 
ces, that he will turn the Fate of the War to the 

Advantage of his Matter. 

They write from the Hague of the gs That Monf. 
Rouille had receiv’d Orders from the Court of France, 
to fignify to the States General and the Minifters of 
the ~- Allies, That the King could not confent 
to the Preliminaries of a eg of Peace, as it was 
offer'd to him by Monfieur Torcy, It is faid, the 
great Difficulty ts the Bufinefs af Spain, on which 
Particular his Minifters feem’d only to fay, during 
the Treaty, that it was not fo immediately under 
their Mafter’s Direction, as that he could anfwer 
for its being relinquithd by the Duke of Anjos : 
But now he fofitively anfwers, That he cannot 
comply. with what his Minifter has promis’d in 
his Behalf, even in fuch Points as are wholly in 
himielf to act in or not. This has had no other 
Effect, than to give the Alliance frefh Arguments 
for being diffident of Engagements made by France, 
The Penfioner has made a Report of all which this 
Minitter has declar’d, and all Things turn towards 
a vigorous War. The Duke of Marlborough de- 
fign’d to leave the Hague within Two Days, in or- 
der tu put himfelf at the Head of the Army, which: 
is to aflemble on the 17th Inftant between the Scheld 
and the Lis. A Flect of Eighty Sail, laden with 
Corn from the Baltic, is arrivid in the Texel, The 
States have fent Circular Letters to all the Provin- 
ces, to notify this Change of Affairs, and animate 
their Subjects to new Refolutions in the Defence of 
their Country. )
